THE PRAIRIE STATE 
GRADUALLY WITHDRAWING. 

The sensational statement of a morning pa- 
per yesterday in relation to the affairs of the 
Prairie State Savings Bank being taken up and 
elaborated upon by an afternoon publication, 
raised arumor that the bank had suspended 
payment and had cl ite doors. A visit to 
the institution, which is situated on the corner 
of Desplaines and West Washington streets, 
showed that this was not the case, the bank 
transacting business as usual. 

It appears that the President, Mr. James W. 
Scoville, determined several months ago to 
withdraw from the active management of the 
bank, and that it was decided to discontinue the 
savings branch as earlv as possible. Accord- 
ingly no efforts have been made to attract 
new deposito and the amount on deposit 
bas been gradually reduced, until now it is not 
more than one-third as much as at the begin- 
ning of the year. A time-rule exists and has 
been enforced, but it is a much more liberal one 
than that of most savings institutions, and all 


small accounts have been closed out on demand. 


No depositor has been refused his money, 
and there is no run upon the ban 

It is proposed to continue the reduction of de- 
posite until the ena of the year, and after Dec. 
1 no new savi bank account will be opened. 
On the Ist of January next interest on savings 
deposits will close and the depositors can then 
withdraw the amounts standing to their credit 
without notice, or may transfer such amounts 


to the commercial department of the bank. 


THE COOK COUNTY. 
NO IMMEDIATE DIVIDEND IN SIGHT. 

A reporter for this paper called on Receiver 
Burley, of the Cook County National, yester- 
day, to learn if he had anything of an interest- 
ing character to make known to the public. 
Mr. Burley said lg had just been looking up 
Spencer’s connection with the bank, and he 
could trace out transactions which left a de- 
cided impression on his mind that Spencer 
gotten the bank into a bad way 
through poor investments and otherwise. 
There was no evidence, however, of 
anything criminal on his jpart. As 
to the prospect of a further dividend, he could 
not speak with any degree of definiteness. It 
would devend on the way the suits inst vari- 
ous parties turned out. These had been enter- 
ed on the docket nearly two years ago, and 
there was a prospect that some, if not all, of 
them would come to trial next month. The 
amount of claims proved up against the bank 
up to date is some 8887. 500. 


BUEHLER’S BANK, 
RETIRING FROM THE SAVINGS BUSINESS. 

The mishap to the down-town savings banka, 
or rather the run induced by their failure, has 
caused the suspension by a West Side institu- 
tion, not of payment, however, but of the say- 
ings business. The bank owned by Mr. John 
Buehler, corner of Chicago and Milwaukee 
avenues, has decided to shut up that depart- 
ment, and hereafter devote attention to the 
commercial business only. Mr. Buehler was

banks proposed to pay only 4 per cent on de- 
posits. To his mind they were acting on the 
principle of Tom Scott, who cut down the 
wages of his men in order to reduce the oper- 
ating expenses.

Lonevmw, Tex., Sept. 22.—Stock-raisitig in 
Northeastern Texas bas been and still is ap im- 
portant business. Though there are no large 
herds like those of Western or Southwestern 
‘Texas, every farmer who has been here any 
length of time has more or less of stock run- 
ning on the prairies, costing him little or noth- 
ing beyond the trouble of collecting onee a year 
and branding the calves or colts, etc. Working 
stock and milch stock are cared for in the win- 
ter, and fed. The other, as a rule, shifts for it- 
self. 

A 4year-old steer sells for about $25, a mfich- 
cow for $20; a dry cow for beef for about $15, 
a wild-(anbroken) mule for $80 to $100, an 
American horse for $75 to $100, a Texas horse 
(mustang) for $25 to $40. None of these animals 
at sale have cost the owner $5 per head aside 
from the cost of breediag animals. But immi- 
gratioa is pouring intg this portion of the State 
very rapidly, and the stock range is steadily 
diminishing, and it looks to me as ff the next 
ten years, or fifteen at the longest, will see the 
whole of this part of the State under * 
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wheat (which is all fall-sown) is in 
May, as also fall oats, while spring-sown oats 
ripen early in June.

Cn1cago, Sept. 25.—Some of the n 
contained in the letter of your New York cor- 
respondent “Nemo,” which appears in Mon- 
day’s paper, are calculated to mislead the ma- 
jority of your readers. The impression likely 


to be conveyed by the figures therein given is, 
that most of the leading insurance companies 
of the country are, in consequence of a revolu- 
tion in rates, rushing toward bankruptcy at 
railroad speed. · The facts are that, except in a 
few instances, “the decrease of the net surplus 
from January to July,“ exhibited by “Nemo’s” 
tables, is almost wholly chargeable to the dif- 
ference in the market value of the securi- 
ties held by the several companies as 
permanent investments, between the sched- 
uled price on Dec 31, 1876,/ and 
June 80, 1877. Thus it happens that companies 
whose investments consist largely of stocks and 
bonds exhibit a large shrinkage in net sur- 
plus,“ while other companies, holding the same 
relative position as to liabilities, but whose fn- 
vestments are principally in mor show 
but trifling changes, although the convertible 
value of the mortgages may have decreased as 
much or more than the stocks and bonds. In 
neither case, however, is the ability of the 
companies really affected (except in the con- 
tingency of some disaster requiring an immedi- 
ate conversion of the securities), for, being held 
as permancnt investments, the market value of 
the securities has already nearly recovered what

the manner in which they came into exist- 
ence. Every one of these banks purports to 
exist under special charters granted by the 
General Assembly of the State of Illinois 
prior to the adoption of the new Constitu- 
tion. It is conceded on all hands that no 
such charters could be obtained under the 
present Constitution, and no banks what- 
ever can be authorized except under 
and by virtue of a law which 
shall be first passed by the General 
Assembly and then submitted to a vote 
of the people, and it now becomes necessary 
to inquire if any greater power existed under 
the Constitution of 1848. The tenth article 
of that instrument specifies what corpora- 
tions may be organized, and in the first sec- 
tion provides that ‘“‘ Corporations not pos- 
sessing banking powers or privileges may be 
formed under general laws, but shail not be 
created by special acta, except for municipal 
purposes and in cases where in the judgment 
of the General Assembly the objects of the 
corporation cannot be attained under general 
laws,” and under this clause almost every 
species of corporation has been granted spe- 
cial charters, and in several instances 
their legality has been upheld by the Su- 
preme Court, on the ground that they were 
„ cages where, in the judgment of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the objects of the corpora- 
tion could not be attained under general 
laws,” although everybody else knew better. 

But such a reason cannot be made to apply 
to banking corporations or associations 
with banking powers, because the Constitu- 
tion makes express provision in regard to 
them, and they never could be legally organ- 
ized except in the manner pointed out by 
the Constitution itself. The fifth section of 
Art. X. of the Constitution of 1848 relates 
particularly to corporations or associations 
with banking powers, and expressly provides 
that— 

No act of the General Assembly authorizing cor- 
porations or associations with banking powers 
shali go into effect or in any manner be in force 
unless the same shali be submitted to thé people at 
the next general election next succeeding the pas- 
sage of the same, and be approved by a majority of 
all the votes cast at such elgction Jor and against 
such law. 

Now the definition of a bank is in commer- 
cial law “ a place for thedeposit of money,” 
and banks are of three kinds, viz.: of de- 
posit, of discount, and of circulation. See 
Bovvier’s Law Dictionary or any treatise on 
banking. By the Constitution of 1870 the 
provision of the Constitution of 1848 was 
substantially adopted, and is in these words: 

No act of the Genera] Assembly authorizing or 
creating corporations or associations with banking 
powers, whether of issue, deposit, or discount, 
nor amendments thereto, shall go inte effect or in 
any manner bein force unless the same shall be 
submitted toa vote of the people at the general 
election next succeeding the passage of the same. 
and be approved by a majority of all the votes cast 
at such election for or against euch law. 

See Art. XL, title, Banks.” 

Now if the General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois was, by the Constitution of 1848, 
absolutely prohibited from passing any act 
either authorizing or creating corporations 
or associations with banking powers, and if 
it was further declared that no such act 
should ever go into effect or in any man- 
ner be in force unless the same should 
be submitted to the people, we would like to 
know if there is a single banking corporation 
or association in this State which purports 
to exist by virtue of a special law or special 
charter which has any validity whatever. 

It may, however, be argued that Sec. 2 of 
Art. XI. of the present Constitution saves 
these corporations. The provision is as fol- 
lows: 

All existing charters or grants of special or ex- 
clusive privileges, under which organization shall 
not have taken place, or which shall not have been 
in operation within ten days from the time the 
Constitation takes effect, shall thereafter have no 
validity or effect whatever. 

Bat if, as we have just said, the Constitu- 
tion absolutely prohibited the General As- 
sembly from passing any law organizing a 
corporation with banking powers, and ex- 
pressly declared that if such a law should 
be passed it should not go into effect, or in any 
manner be in force unless the law was sub- 
mitted to the people, and it was never done, 

then we submit that there is nothing what- 
ever in the present Constitutién which saves 
them, and their charters are all null and 
void, and they must be regarded as mere 
voluntary associates, and every stockholdor 
liable as a partner. 

By Sec. 6 of Art. XL of the present 
Constitution it is provided that Every 
stockholder in a banking corporation or in- 
stitution shall be individually responsible 
and liable to its creditors over and above 
the amount of stock by him or her held to 
an amount equal to his or her respective 
shares so held for all its liabilities ac- 


P cruing while he or she remains such stock. 


holder.” In many of the private charters of 
the various banking institutions in this State 
there are provisions that the stockholder 
shall be liable to depositors for double the 
amount of the stock while the same was 
held by him, and for six months thereafter. 
But even if there was no such provision in 
any one of these charters, the Constitution 
would probably make stockholders liable to 
the extent provided for by it on the guthori- 


with which they are made. It will probably 
be a surprise to many of Gen. Grant's warm- 
est friends, who have ranged themselves 
among the Implacables since the adoption of 
the peace policy toward the South, to find 
that he gives that policy his warmest indorse- 
ment, speaks of the object aimed at as a 
noble one, hopes it will succeed, and 
says, if he were home, he would exert 
all his influence in favor of President 
Haves’ plan of reconciliation. This is a 
frank admission that the policy of sustain- 
ing the carpet-baggers by bayonets was a 
failure, and it is confirmation of what was 
often suspected, viz.: That Grant, when 
President, rather yielded to the pressure of 
the bloody-shirt politicians than asserted his 
own conviction in pursuing the policy of 
armed intervention. So far from appre- 
hending that President Harzs’ course may 
destroy the Republican party, Gen. Grant 
has an abiding faith that a Republican Presi- 
dent will be elected in 1880. But, while ap- 
proving heartily of the President's Southern 
policy, Gen. Grant very illogically scoffs at 
the efforts made in the direction of Civil- 
Service reform,—illogically, because, while 
President, he always professed the greatest 
devotion to this particular reform in 
theory, whatever his practice was. Now 
the practice of the present Administra- 
tion is eertainly very different from 
that of the preceding Administration in the 
management of the Civil Service,—as differ- 
ent, in fact, as President Hayes’ Southern 
policy is from that to which Gen. Grant al- 
lowed his Administration to be committed. 
If Gen. Grant has faith in the change of 
policy in regard to the South, why cannot 
he trust to a new departare in Civil Service? 
He errs when he intimates that the new Ad- 
ministration is dealing only in theories and 
with theorists ; the fact is, that there had been 
noeffort to put the cardinal principles of Civil- 
Service reform into practice till President 
Hares assumed the responsibility. 

Gen. Grant's utterances on the subject of 
his dispute with Senator Sumer, which 
broadened out till it took in Mortar, then 
Minister to England, are characterized by mqre 
rancor than would have been expected from 
him, especially as both Sumwzn and 
Mortar have passed beyond the dissensions 
of politics. It is natural enough that Gen. 
Grant, on occasion, should state his side of 
the quarrel, and say what he can to justify 
his position at that time. But to do this it 
was not necessary to intimate that Mr. 
Somer was an habitual falsifier, as he does 
when he says he told Mr. Gronda Wrr11m 
Curtis that Sumyre had made statements 
knowing them to be falsehoods,” and added 
that he (Sumwzr) bad frequently been 
caught in similar misrepresentations.” Nor 
does the particular instance cited by Gen. 
Grant warrant any such conclusion. Curtis 
claimed on behalf of his friend Summer that the 
latter had discharged his duties as Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Committee promptly 
and efficiently, and added that Soumwvezr had 
told him that the new Chairman (Camerow) 
would find “a clean docket.” Gen. Grant 
now says that he proved to Mr. Cunrm at 
the time that Sumwer had persistently ob- 
structed the work of his Committee, and 
that he was not a truthful man. There 
may still be a difference of opinion on this 
subject, and it is not unlikely that Mr. 
Curtis will be heard from in regard to the 
interview to which Gen. Grant refers; it is 
possible that the different estimate made by 
Grant and Suu as to the manner in 
which the latter managed the affairs of the 
Foreign Committee did not convince Mr. 
Cuntis that Suu was either an intriguer 
or an untruthful man. It is evident, indeed, 
that Gen. Grant still cherishes more resent- 
ment for the opposition he encountered in 
his favorite San Domingo scheme (with 
which Bancock was conspicuously asso- 
ciated) than for any other incident of his 
Administration. Proof of this may be 
further found in his putting down Cart 
Sonunz as a humbug,—Mr. Scuvez, like 
Sumner, having been one of his fiercest and 
most persistent antagonists in this matter.

“FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE SOUTH.” 

The Louisville Courier-Journal is a per- 
sistent advocate of every raid upon the Na- 
tional Treasury which is made under the 
name of the South,” and its line of argu- 
ment in all cases is the demand of an offset 
for some similar e iture made, as it 
claims, on behalf the North. Thus its 
main defense of the Tom Soorr Texas & 
Pacific lobby has been based on the assump-

We have before exposed the 
inaccuracy of this statement by citing 
the apparent fact that the existing 
Pacific railroade were intended to be, 
and practically are, a central route connect- 
ing the Atlantic and Pacific coasts; if 
the Pacific railroad subsidies are to be 
regarded in a sectional way, then the pro- 
posed Southern Pacific must be treated as an 
offset to the proposed Northern Pacific, and 
the one cannot be subsidized without creat- 
ing an equal claim for the subsidizing the 
other. The only patriotic course is to op- 
pose granting Government aid to either and 
both.

As to the lowlands along the Lower Missis- 
sippi, the breaking of the embankment at 
Bonnet Carre illustrates how protection 
against the floods can be obtained most 
quickly and cheaply. Since the water of 
the Mississippi has been allowed to find a 
natural outlet through the Bonnet Carre 
crevasse into Lake Pontchartrain, the river 
has been lowered about four feet, giving so 
much additional protection to the lowlands. 
A few miles below New Orleans another out- 
let can be quickly and cheaply made into 
Lake Borgne, which is, in fact, a bay, and a 
further reduction of severd) feet will thus be 
secured. Other crevasses may be used in 
the same way, and the floods of Red River 
diverted by the same means and made to 
discharge in the Gulf through the western 
part of the State. It is believed that a couple 
of million dollars thus employed will relieve 
the Lower Mississippi of at least fifteen feet 
of water from Vicksburg down, and protect 
the entire country below Memphis. But 
this plan would not help out Mr. Eaps, nor 
contribute a construction fund of a hundred 
millions for the benefit of the South.”

a surprised tone and apparently with deep feel- 
ing, that he had learned during his absence in 
the performance of his duties on the Commit- 
tee ou Resolutions that the Convention in its 
wisdom had calied upon him to preside over its 
deliberations. This little speech was so trans- 
parent that even Mr. Conkling’s warmest sup- 
porters could scarcely repress a smile of deris- 
fon.

5. No official or officehoider should be subject to 
political or ‘partisan assessments. or to interfer- 
ence in uny way with his political rights or action, 
and plain laws should forbid and punish all attempts 
to make or enforc. such assessments, or to control 
or abridge in any respect absolute freedom in po- 
litical action, which in this country belongs to all 
voters alike. 

In connection with this subject we recur with 
satisfaction to that portion of the letter of accept- 
ance of Mr. Hayes wherein he declares that found- 
ers of our Government meant that the officer should 
be secure in his tenure as long as his personal 
character remained uptarnisned and the perform- 
ance of his duties satisfactory. 

In furtherance of this view, we commend as wor- 
thy of consideration legiclation making officers se- 
cure in a limited, fixed tenure, and subject to ro- 
moval only as officers under State laws are remova- 
ble in this State, on charges, to be regularly and 
openly preferred and adjudged.

including clerks and subordinates of every degree, 

s 7,465. This is one national official or subordi- 
nate to 152 voters. Of State, coun and town 
officials there are in this State 133,513. This is 
one Stace, county, or town official to every eight 
and a half voters. When the potential functions 
of local officers are taken into accoynt, their near- 
ness to the citizen, and their power over his prop- 
erty, taxes, and interest, their relative influence 
becomes even greater than numbers indicate. The 
exclusion of public servants from political action 
would disfranchise a great boay of our fellow - citi- 
zens. The laws mean no such exclusion, and we 
deny as an imputation upon the people of New 
York that they are or have been dominated by the 
nation’s subordinate officials, and we can conceive 
of no condition of affairs short of the extinction of 
manhood and patriotiem in which a Postmaster or 
clerk could subdue to his partisan will 150 other 
electors, or exert any other inflaence beyond such 
as his character might give him.

THE SOUTHWESTERN RATE ASSO- 
CIATION. ‘ 

The Southwestern Railroad Rate Association 
held a meeting yesterday at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, the principal object being to discuss the 
advisability of changing the present arrange- 
ment by which the earnings to and from Mis- 
souri River points are pooled, and find some 
plan which will give more satisfaction to the 
various roads leading to thither from this 
city and St. Louis. Since the organization of 
the pool it has been proven that the arrange 
ment is beneficial to the roads, inasmuch as it 
stops the disastrous competition which had 
been going on in regard tothis business in 
previous years. Yetthe plan under which they 
were working has proved inefficient, inasmuch 
as it left loopholes open for such roads as were 
not overscrupulous in maintaining the regular 
rates, and consequently there have been charges 
after charges that certain of the roads have been 
cutting the rates. Under the old arrangement 
a certain amount of the earnings was retained 
for operating expenses by the roads, while the 
remainder went into the pool. Several new 
plans were proposed. One of them was to or- 
ganize the roads on the Clearing-House system, 
and another to have them pool the gross earn- 
ings. The latter plan seems to be the most 
favored. The discussion lasted until late in the 
evening, and finally an adjournment was had 
until 10 o’clock this morning, when the matter 
will be further considered. 

THE CHICAGO & LAKE HURON. 

It is understood that a form of reorganization 
has been arranged and agreed to by a portion of

The National Agricultural Congress began its 
second dav's session yesterday morning in Room 
44 of the Grand Pacific. Some twenty delegates 


were present, the Hon. J. Sterling Morton, of 


Nebraska, in ‘the chair. Mr. Morton opened 
the proctedings by reading a paper on “ The 
Railroads and Their Relation to tne Public. 

Mr. Morton said that, in the Western and 
Northwestern States, there were 34,000 miles of 
railroad in existence. The estimated value of 
ali the railroads in the Union is $4,600,000,000, 
while the value of ships, American and foreign, 


the ay 

arose from the fact that the great trunk lines, 
in their insane competition for business, re- 
duced the wages of labor below a proper point.

Consideration of Infant Mortal- 
ity, Female Physical 
Culture, Etc. 


The American Public Health Association re- 
assembled yesterday forenoon in the ladies’ or- 
divary of the Grand Pacific Hotel, Dr. Rauch in 
the chair. Tne members took a trip in the 
early part of the morning out to the crib and 
up the South Branch, which gave them a fair 
appetite for breakfast. 

The business of the session opened with the 
reading of a paper by Dr. George L. Andrew, 
of Laporte, Ind., on “The Sanitary Value of 
Forests.”” A considerable portion of the essay 
was devoted to tracing the decay of prosperous 
districts simultaneously with the destruction 
of forests. The uestion ‘was an 
important ome whether America would 
ultimately suffer the fate which had overtaken 


How the substance was and 
utilized was fully described, showing how the 
matter was eventually reduced to a powder and 
shipped in barrels. This powder been 
found to be of great value, The s then 
went into a consideration of the vault system, 
which was in general use outside of the large 
cities.
